\t a later hour in the day stores are visited, 
ind the same system of sample and record 
ulopted. The outfit at the office of the in 
spector for milk and other analyses is of the 
vest kind, and is owned by the city. When 
a sample yields the required proportions of 
fat and other solids, or in excess thereof, th 
analysis is not proceeded with beyond that 
point, but if below, then the analysis is fin- 
ished. Since the first of May a little over 
3000 samples of milk have been examined ; 
more than 600 warnings have been sent to 
stores, for it is not proposed to prosecute 
them without fair notice being given, and 68 
complaints have been entered against milk- 
men in the lower courts. In all of these 
complaints so far, with one exception, the de- 
fendants have been held for trial, it being the 
policy of the inspector to enter only sur 
Only in two cases has there been a 
second complaint. 

Prof. Babcock says that one of the great- 
est evils or abuses now existing in the milk 
business is the removal of cream from the 
milk. A large quantity of cream is sold 
every day to confectioners and to hotel keep- 
ers, and this cream is obtained only by rob- 
bing the milk. Skimmed milk is sold to 
cheap stores and among the poorer families. 
In times past it was a common opinion that 
a greater part of the adulteration of milk was 
practiced by milkmen, but investigation has 
shown that it is a very common practice of 
‘armers to skim or adulterate the milk be- 
fore it leaves their hands. In consequence 
of this, it sometimes happens that milkmen 
who sell the article just as they receive it 
are complained of len adulterated milk. 
But no milkman who uses reasonable care or 
diligence in looking after his milk and the 
dairies it comes from is very likely to be 
caught in this way. y ’ 

By holding milkmen to a strict responsibility 
for the milk they sell, the contractors in town

possession, and then display an activity which 
they should have done long before. The milk 


er classification has been made impossible, 
attendants and physicians have been wearied, 
and their time has been consumed in meet 
ing unnecessary difficulties. Moreover, the 
patient who has been sent to the hospital 
“ for rest and quiet” has the daily routine of 
his life filld with annoyances and irritations 
as ee to all treatment.
